When John Wesley was 17 years 
old, he eritered Oxford University. 
He studied there for several years 
before his younger brother Charles 
arrived to enroll as a student. Both 
young men were serious students 
who believed in a methodical way of 


life. When John was ordained a 
minister of the Church of England, 
he told Charles, ‘‘Leisure and I have 
taken leave of one another, and I 
propose to be busy as long as I live.”” 

Each day John got up at four 
o'clock and wrote in his diaries and 
journals before beginning his duties. 
He spent a special time each 
morning with God for prayer and 
devotion. 

When some friends joined 
Charles and John to study and 
worship together, other students 
nicknamed them the ‘Holy Club.” 
As John taught the group, his 
methodical ways of study and-work, 
they soon came to be called 
‘*Methodist.”’ The name 
‘Methodists’ was a joke to those 
students not as serious as John and 
Charles.

City School Board Accepts 
$1, Million Bid On Renovation 


It will cost a little over half a 
million dollars to complete the 
renovation work at the Elba High 
and Jr. High School buildings, 
according to bids opened and 
accepted by the Elba City School 
Board last week. 

A total of five bids was received, 
with Walter P. Lunsford of Enter- 
prise being the low bidder. 
Lunsford’s bid of $507,628, after 
removing the optional sum of 
$42,000 for new auditorium seats, 
was very close to the figure 
estimated by architect Charles 


Dunseth. Dunseth had said before 
the advertising for bids that the new 
seats would have to be eliminated to 
stay within the budget. 

Other bidders were Lewis & 
Associates of Dothan; Cox & Cox 
Inc. of Clio; Whaley Lumber & 
Construction of Troy; and Hender- 
son, Black and Green, also of Troy. 

Both Dunseth and Superinten- 
dent John Osburn express satis- 
faction with the number of bidders, 
with the high standards of bidders 
involved and with the overall price 
for the work.

U.S. Attorney John C. Bell of 
Montgomery announced the indict- 
ments last week by the grand jury 


that serves the middle district of 
Alabama. 

Charged with bank robbery in 
two four-count indictments were 
John Henry Mayberry Jr., Lawrence 
Monroe Moss, Robert Eugene 
Pardue and Donell Morris, while 
Thorton Tyrone Price-Williams 
Jr. was charged with aiding and 
abetting in each of ihe robberies. 


One indictment alleges that 
Mayberry, Moss, Pardue and Morris 
robbed three Coffee County Bank 
tellers of approximately $71,057, and 
also robbed two tellers of the Bank of 
Ozark of approximately $169,212. 

The indictments were the result 
of a comprehensive investigation 
conducted by the FBI. The cases will 
be prosecuted by Asst. U.S. 


Attorney James E. Wilson. 

Mayberry, Pardue, Morris and 
Price-Williams are in custody, while 
Moss is still at large and considered 
extremely dangerous. 


If conyicted, each defend. nt 
could be sentenced to imprisonment 
of up to 25 years and fined up to 
$10,000 in each case.

Unemployment Rate Up In County 


The Alabama State Eniployment 
Service has released its unemploy- 
ment date report for December 1983 
and while the report shows the rate 
is up in Coffee County, it is still far 
below the rate of December, 1982.

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Rabies In Pets All But Wiped Out 


Rabies_remains prevalent in the 
wild animal population of Alabama, 
tut efforts to protect domestic 
animals by vaccination have resulted 
in a reduction of rabies in dogs and 
cats. 

All Alabama counties have 
designated rabies inspectors who 
conduct rabies clinics for the public. 
The State Committee of Public 
Health recently approved a SI 
increase in the fee rabies inspectors 
may charge. for administering the 
vaccine during these public clinics, 
which brings the cost to 56 per 
animal. Dogs and cats three months 
old must be vaccinated annually for 
rabies by Alabama law. 

Rabies in dogs has decreased 


over the past decade. Only two dogs 
were found to have _ laboratory 
confirmed rabies in the state during 
1983; however, there has been a 
national increase in rabies among 
cats. One case of rabies was found in 
a cat in Alabama during January 
1984. 

‘Any mammal is capable of 
transmitting rabies,’’ said Bill 
Knight, director of the Division of 
Toxic Substances and Zoonotic 
Diseases of the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Public Health, ‘Rabies’ in 
Alabama most often is found in three 
different species: raccoons, bats and 
skunks."* 

Rabies has, for many years, been 
endemic in certain wild animals in 


different parts of the state. Rabid 
skunks are most often found in 
northwest Alabama, while raccoons 
commonly are found to be rabid in 
southeast Alabama. Central 
Alabama tends to have more rabid 
bats. Rabies also was confirmed in 
one cow and one fox during 1983 in 
the state.

Funding for this latter project has 
not been tied down and is further 
complicated by the need of a new fire 
truck to lower the insurance rating

and also for the need of a building to 
house this new truck and the present 
fire units. The cost of the above 
mentioned projects will be less than 
the half million of the present work. 
even including the fire station and 
truck, but will be above the $250,000 
batted around early in the planning.

County Homeowner May 
Claim One-Half Exemption 


A question raised by Coffee 
County Revenue Commissioner 
Ronald Burns concerning the ability 
to share homestead exemptions was 
answered last week in a series of 
opinions released by the State 
Attorney General's Office. 

The opinion was requested in a 
case where two individuals (mother 
and son) own a house and lot on an 
equal basis, although the mother 
resides in the house and the son lives 
in another house he owns and claims 
a homestead exemption. In the 
question, it was asked if the mother 
is entitled to a homestead 
exemption, and if so, what pro- 
portionate share. 

The attorney general's office 
stated she was entitled to a one-half 
exemption. 


In other opinions issued, it was 
stated: 

A person is in violation of Section 
9-11-257 if he shoots from within 100 
yards of a public road, highway or 
railroad without permission of the 
landowner onto whose land he 
shoots; 

The percentage fee provided for a 
sheriff from a judicial sale is to be 
based on the proceeds of the sale; 

Section 40-10-105 places the 


ultimate burden on the county for 
refunding fees that are collected as a 
result of an erroneous tax sale; 

Teachers are entitled to funds 
allocated in accordance with Act. No. 
83-617 to be expended for instruct- 
ional materials in accordance with 
the terms of the act. Barring 
proration, these funds may not be 
reduced, withheld or diverted by 
local boards of education. 

A municipality may levy a 
privilege or license tax on the sale or 
distribution of natural gas within the 
municipality; 

The last general election for 
purposes of determining the number 
of petitioners required to call a 
wet/dry referendum under §28-2-1 is 
the general election of November 
1982. Names on a wet/dry petition 
must be those of registered voters in 
the county; 

Names and precincts of the 
voters on a petition for a wet/dry 
referendum may be made available 
to the public by the probate judge. A 
petition containing the same names 
may be submitted several times; and 

Individual members of Boards of 
Registrars may perform clerical 
duties, take applications and 
administer oaths, but they cannot 
register voters.

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HUNTER SAFETY COURSE IS TAUGHT IN AGRI-BUSINESS

Agri-business students learned the rules and practices of safe hunting 
when they studied a special safety course last week. The classes were unac: 
the supervision of Mr. Harold Stewart, agri-business instructor and FFA 
advisor. 

Students taking the course studied a hunter safety book and were 
required tc make at least 70 on a 100 question quiz. Twenty-eight students 
were enrolled in the course, which lasted about three weeks. The students 
were in the ninth and tenth grades and in their first year of agri- 
business. 

Those students passing the course will have a card on file in the state 
conservation office showing that they have completed and passed the course. 
If a bill passes in the legislature, the hunter safety course will be a 
requirement for obtaining hunting licenses. It will probably apply to people 
who have not previously bought licenses. 

The Game and Fish Division of the State Department of Conservation 
issues the test to the junior safety classes. The course was taught around the 
state, but probably not in all ag departments. Some were taught in out of 
school classes. Some states already required the course for hunter licensing.

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SAFETY 

We have had about 15 inches 
more rain in the past six months than 
normal. Erosion has taken place and 
some road shoulders have 
weakened. Be very cautious as you 
make the first round on your tractor 
when you are disking or turning in a 
field. Shoulders which have been 
undermined by excessive rain can 
cave in and tip a tractor in a split 
second. 

More fatalities are caused by 
tractors tipping than any other 
cause. Speeding on a tractor is 
another cause of accidents. Drivers 
wonder how this can happen on a 
tractor, but a lot of little things can 
occur to cause you to lose control. Be 
careful as you begin disking and land 
preparation! 


CONTROL WORMS 

Caterpillars feeding on cabbage, 
broccoli and collards do their 
destruction in the fall and spring. It 
used to be that folks didn’t have an 
effective way to keep these insects 
under control, but it is different now. 
Agri-business firms and farm supply 
places have materials such as Dipel, 
Bactur and Thuricide. 

Use the liquid form of either of 
these materials because research 
shows that a liquid is more effective 
than a dust in controlling these 
worms. These materials are totally 
safe to use. In fact, you can spray 
your vegetables and immediately go 
back and use them for food. Just be 
sure to wash them carefully. 


ROSES 
We have a new pubiication 
‘entitled ‘Disease and Insect Control 
for Roses.’ This new bulletin 
prepared by Doctors Pat Cobb and 
Austin Hagan at Auburn is the best 
publication I've seen on rose 
growing. 

Diseases and insects will destroy 
roses and keep them from being 
pretty. This publication is well 
written and easy to follow. 

Experienced rose growers know 
that protecting roses from early 
spring insects and diseases is the key 
to season-long black spot and 
powdery mildew control--two tough 
diseases on roses. To do this, begin 
your spray program shortly after bud 
break and continue every 10 to 14 
days until frost. During rainy 
weather go to a five to seven day 
schedule.

SEEDLING TREES 

We get a lot of calls about getting 
trees from the state nurseries in 
Alabama. This year the list included 
Loblolly and Slash pines, Virginia 
pines, white ash and dogwood. The 
nursery has live oaks, water oaks, 
white oaks, overcup and pin oaks. 


Fishermen will be interested in the 


catalpa trees. The nurseries also 
have sweetgum, sycamore and 
yellow poplar. 

Pine trees usually sell for about 
2 cents each. The hardwood trees 
sell for about 6 cents each. Since the 
lowest amount that the forestry 
department will ship is 500, get in 
touch with me and perhaps we can 
combine orders on a number of these 
trees for delivery next November or 
December.

NEW DISEASE 


Quite a few Coffee County 
soybean producers are worried about 
stem canker. Considerable damage 
was done to the 1983 crop in the 
Wiregrass area. Some varieties are 
much less susceptible than. others. 
Tracy M and Braxton are the most 
tolerant varieties. Other varieties 
which have shown some tolerance 
include Centennial, Davis and 
others. 

Dr. John Henderson advises 
soybean growers to have plant 
samples checked at the plant 
diagnostic lab in Auburn before 
assuming that stem canker is 
present in a field. Coffee County 
growers who suspect stem canker 
can bring a stalk sample in, and we 
will mail it to the diagnostic lab at 
Auburn. 

Henderson also suggests that 
growers use treated seeds to help 
control stem canker. Seeds treated 
with a fungicide could lower the risk 
of transmitting stem canker. It also 
helps control seedlings diseases. 


TOP BULL 


Hardie Kelley, a Coffee County 
cattle producer who lives on Route 1, 
Samson, bought the top Simmental 
bull at the recent bull sale at 
Auburn. Kelley has put the bull in 
his herd of Charolais cross cows. 

Kelley is one of several cattle 
producers who are looking at ways to 
improve the genetic base in their cow 
herds. He realizes the value of 
‘crossbreeding, and he wants. to 
continue to make improvements. He 
is already planning the breed and 
type of bull which he will be using on 
this bull’s daughters. 

Dan Presley, who works closely 
with Kelley, told me that more 
producers are becoming aware of the 
value of crossbreeding and the value 
of planning ahead in order to 
improve herds. Call on us if we can

DANGEROUS 


Farming is dangerous work! 
Tractors are involved in more farm 
accidents than any other single piece 
of machinery. The main reason for 
this is that tractors are easily 
overturned. Recently, a survey 
showed that over half of on-farm 
tractor deaths were caused by 
overturns. Some tractors have a 
roll-over protection structure which 
helps to eliminate some of the 
fatalities. 

During the past six months we 
have had a lot more rain than usual. 
Some field banks and shoulders have 
been severely eroded. A_ tractor 
getting too close to one of these 
undermined borders will tip over. Be 
very careful as you approach the 
shoulders and banks of all fields. 
Don’t take any chances!

REFREEZING FOODS 


Oftentimes I’m asked what foods 
can be refrozen safely. There are 
many. However, quality may be 
altered. Breads and cakes can be 
refrozen, although the freshness 
may be affected. Pies (except for 
cream ones) can be refrozen, but 
some weeping and breaking of the 
filling may occur. 

You can refreeze thawed fruits 
but they may’ lose quality. 
Vegetables that still have ice crystals 
can be refrozen, but use them as 
soon as possible. If completely 
thawed, you can refreeze plain 
vegetables if they haven’t been kept 
at room temperature too long.

For instance, if 
large eggs are a $1 a dozen, that 
would only amount to 67 cents a 
pound. Where else can so much 
nutrition be found for so little 
money? 


CLEANING THE MINI BLINDS

knows that they are hard to clean. 
There is a product on the market now 
that will remove dust and dirt from 
these blinds. The product has seven 
cleaning rollers which are released 
by pulling a trigger. The rollers are 
inserted between each blind and 
moved back and forth, The trigger is 
squeezed to remove from the blind 
and the rollers can be washed in soap 
and water. 


BREAD 

Most of us are always looking for a 
new idea for leftover bread. Here is 
one. Use it to make melba toast. Just 
cut slices into halves or quarters and 
let them sit on a baking sheet at 
room tentperature for an hour. Bake 
at 325 degrees, for five to eight 
minutes, until crisp and light golden 
brown.

County P&S Board To 


Oppose Legislative Bill 


The Coffee County Board of 
Peasions and Security met in regular 
session on Thrusday, February 23, at 
the Pensions and Security building in 
Elba and voted unanimously to go on 
record as being opposed to a 
Legislative Bill that would change 
the make-up of the local board. 

The Bill, being considered in the 
current legislative session, would 
provide for the election of one 
member of each county board by the 
employees of the local county Dept. 
of Pensions and Security. 

Under the proposed plan, each 
board would consist of seven 
members, with six members to be 
chosen by the County Commission 
from the citizenship of the county. 
Two of the members shall be women, 
while the seventh member would be 


filled by an employee elected by the 
other employees. The employee 
would join the board to fill any 
vacancy 

“I will oppose the bill,"’ said 


Coffee County P&S Director Ronald 
Smith, ‘‘because it will take away an 


appointment from the county 
commission. The board is for local 
citizens."* 

P&S Board Chairman Fred 


Donaldson agreed with Smith, 
stating the bill was ‘*pitiful’’ and 
adding it had the ‘‘built in makings 


for friction.” 
“I don’t mind the employees 


having imput.’’ said Donaldson, 
‘but I do oppose employees voting. 
It's like getting the cat to guard the 
canary!"’ 

The other board members also 
agreed and after voting instructed 
the chairman to write to the local 
legislators. 

In other action at the quarterly 
meeting, Director Ronald Smith 
reported the department was under 
staffed at the present time and had 
been unable to implement the 
projects discussed at the previous 
meeting. In an attempt to revive the 
projects, it was decided the County 
Humanitarian Services Commitee 
would be asked for support. 

In the Director's report, Smith 
reported, ‘*We have had a lot of 
activity since our last meeting."’ 

Smith reported that Christmas 
projects were very successful due to 
excellent community response. He 
also reported: 

#**$10,000 to do renovation work to 
the local building; 

***an additional clerk typist had 
been employed to help ease the 
workload on the staff; 

***the county books had been 
audited and received an excellent 
rating; 

***and, stated the local department 
had recently received six computer 
tables, 1S chairs and 4 filing 
cabinets. 


Hydro Plant Contract Debated 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday night and in spite of lengthy 
discussions, took the two major 
items under advisement to be 
decided at a later date. A collection 
agency offer was deferred until a 
decision is made by the Water 
and Electric Board while a revision in 
the contract concerning the hydro 
plant was postponed until the council 
can get additional information. 


Mrs. Janice Bell offered the 
council a plan for collection of bad 
debts owed to the municipality. 
Mayor Bob English reported that the 
firm had been checked through the 
Alabama Consumer Protection 
Agency and they reported the firm 
had a good record. However, the 
council deferred any action until the 
Water and Electric Board had con- 
sidered the matter. Mrs. Bell was 


told that the utility handled all 
matters dealing with water and 
electricity plus collecting for garbage 
and sewage. 

A lengthy discussion on the 
hydro plant lease left the council 
with some unanswered questions 
and a decision to table the .matter 
until more information was pre- 
sented.

Elba Man Fined In Hit & Run 


An Elba man involved in a 
hit-and-run accident on January 30, 
1984, pleaded guilty in District Court 
last week and received a jail term 
and fines totaling over $1,000. ; 

Charles Franklin Hudson, of 
Elba, was involved in the hit-and-run 
accident on Monday night, January 
30, on the Old River Road, when the 
car he was driving left the roadway 
and struck a parked car in front of 
the Scout Hut, at the City Pool. A 
youngster getting in the parked car 
was thrown from the car and 
received facial & head lacerations. 


Hudson left the scene without 
stopping, but was arrested by Elba 
police a short time later and charged 
with driving under the influence and 
leaving the scene of an accident. 
On the ‘“‘driving under the 
influence’’ charge, Hudson received 
a $292 fine, 180 days in jail and a 
3-year suspension of his drivers’ 
license. On the charge of ‘‘leaving 
the scene,’’ Hudson received a 
sentence of one year in jail (180 days 
to run concurrent with the other 
sentence and remaining days 
suspended), a fine of $750 and was 


ordered to pay restitution payments 
to the injured victim (medical bills, 
hospital bills, drug bills, etc.), not to 
drive unless authorized by law and 
not to drink and drive again. 

In the order, it was stated 
Hudson may be placed on the 
county’s work release program, with 
25 percent of his weekly income to be 
used by the Sheriff to pay the cost of 
his incarceration in jail. The 
remainder of the income shall be 
used to pay restitution to the victim, 
and thereafter to pay fines and court 
costs. 


County Commission Votes To 


Replace Three Rural Bridges 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
February 27, at the courthouse in 
Elba and voted to use Federal funds 
to replace 3 rairal bridges. 

County Engineer Frank Chariton 
reported the county had $100,000 in 
Federal funds for use in bridge 
construction and passed out a list of 
bridges that met Federal 
requirements. The commission, 
which will match $33,000 in local 
funds with the $100,000 Federal 
money examined the list and voted 
4-2 to replace the three bridges 
recommended by the engineer. 

The. bridges to be replaced 
include a 34-foot bridge on County 
Road 24, a 34-foot wooden bridge on 
County Road 107 and a 34-foot 
wooden bridge on County Road 77. 

Comm, Eugene Bradley and 
Comm. Marvin Bowden voted 
against the project because of the 
location of the bridges. 

“It is not fair,’’ declared 
Bowden, “‘because none of the 
bridges are in work area 4! We've 
done bridge work in other areas in 
recent years, but haven't even had a 
board laid in work area 4 in three 
years,"’ 

The bi-monthly meeting began at 
9:00 a.m., with all members present, 
and the first visitor was David 
Taylor, who complained about a dirt 
road on which he lives. The road, 
located near the Victoria 
Community, went 10 weeks without 
being worked, according to Taylor, 


while other roads got constant 
grading. : 
Comm. Chairman Marion 


Brunson told Taylor he didn't know 
about the work schedules, but 
promised ‘*We will try to do better.”’ 

The county Highway Dept. is 
being kept busy, but apparently the 
constant work has taken its toll on 
equipment. The commission was told 


Monday a drot needed 
approximately $4,000 in repairs, 
while a loader needed repairs 


estimated at $5,000 and a bulldozer 
needed repairs expected to cost 
$8-11,000. 

The commission told the 
engineer to contact a local repair 
shop about the cost of repairing the 
drot and loader, and voted to get 
bids on repairing the bulldozer. 

Mike Holmes, of the Southeast 
Alabama Regional Planning and 
Development Commission, told the 
commission it was time to apply for 
HUD block grants. He stated the 
state would receive approximately 
$29 million in funds, which will be 
divided into several categories. The 
60 counties eligible to apply will 
compete for $3 million, with only 
7-10 counties to receive grants. 

Holmes reported the grants most 
likely to be approved would deal with 
water system improvement and road 
improvements. 

The commission discussed the 
paving project at the Shiloh

Community and expressed a desire 
to resubmit the plan. The proposed 
projects will be discussed in the 
coming weeks and a decision will be 
announced at the next meeting. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 
***heard Eng. Chariton state all 
major projects in the county were 
progressing on schedule; 
***a uthorized the engineer to attend 
the National County Engineer's 
meeting on March 14-16 in Biloxi, 
Mississippi; 
***entered into an agreement with 


_ the state to allow the use of Hwy. 37 


as a detour while work is being done 
on Hwy, 125; 
***stated it did not sell pipe, new or 
used, due to a possible conflict with 
local dealers; 


***authorized the transfer of an 
employee to be trained as a 
surveyor; . 
***voted to let a contract on levelling 
to be done on 38.6 miles of county 
roads; 

***discussed organizing a county- 
wide water authority; 

***was told March 28 was ‘‘County 
Day"’ at the state capital; 
***aoreed to pay individually for an 
ad in an upcoming horse show 
program; 

***heard Chairman Brunson give an 
update on the Southeast Alabama 
Transit System; 

***and, approved a request to allow 
the South Crenshaw County Water & 
Fire Protection Authority to install 
water lines in Coffee County. 


Elba as Elba Hydro Electric, Inc., 
entered into a lease with the city, 
offering to pay 25 percent of all 
revenues to Elba as the only cost of 
leasing the old hydroelectric plant on 
Pea River just south of Elba. The 
thirty-year lease would begin in 
January of 1985 and minimum 
payments would be $10,000 a year. 

Representatives of the firm have 
told Mayor English that they are 
unable to borrow the needed 
$650,000 using the lease agreement 
as signed. They report that lending 
officials feel the 25 percent is 
entirely too high. They requested 
the lease be renegotiated and the 
percentage be dropped to 15 
percent; otherwise they will be 
forced to abandon the project. 

Councilman Cleo Hawkins ex- 
plained that there is no way to know 
how much income the city will get 
from either lease. ‘‘You can't say 
what you are going to make, because 
high water and low water affect it 
greatly.” 

English noted that the firm 
wanted action at that meeting, but 
he recommended that the matter be 
tabled and representatives of the 
firm be asked to meet with the 
council at the next meeting and in 
the meantime city officials would 
seek other expertise. This was 
approved by the council. 

The council accepted the 
recommended rules and regulations 
for the federally funded rehabilita- 
tion program in Mulberry Heights. 

English reported that he had 
authorized the purchase of paint, 
etc., for renovating the old Masonic 
Hall upstairs over the fire station for 
use by the Boy and Girl Scouts. Work 
will be done by labor from the Work 


Release Center. This work is 
presently underway. 
The city’s financial standing 


appears to be in good shape, 
according to information given the 
council by English. He noted that 
there is $130,000 on interest-bearing 
accounts; the various departments 
are spending less than budgeted and 
the income is higher than 
anticipated. 

Councilman Charles Kennett was 
not present at the meeting. 


County Farms 
Declared 


Disaster Area 


Congressman Bill Dickinson has 
announced that President Reagan 
has declared Coffee County an 
agricultural disaster area because of 
crop losses caused by drought and 
high temperatures during the 1983 
growing season. 

Disaster status is granted to 
counties in which crop losses affect 
at least 30 percent of the average 
harvest. This entitles farmers who 
canno obtain conventional loans to 
borrow up to $100,000 from Farmers 
Home Administration at five percent 
interest and up to another $400,000 
at eight percent interest. 

Farmers who are eligible for 
commercial loans but find that no 
such funds are available for loan may 
borrow from FmHA at an interest 
rate of 13.75 percent. 

Local FmHA offices have been 
instructed to be prepared to process 
any needed disaster assistance. 


Product Yanked From Shelves 


A third food product will be 
coming off the shelves of Alabama 
grocery stores this week for contain- 
ing more of the pesticide EDB 
(ethylene dibromide) than allowed 
by state safety levels. 

Commissioner of Agriculture and 
Industries Albert McDonald said 
recently that Martha White Foods in 
voluntarily recalling code 52963C of 
Martha White Deep Pan Pizza Crust 
Mix. The shipment of 400 cases was 
made to the Montgomery and 
Birmingham areas. 

Residue of the pesticide found in 
Martha White Deep Pan Pizza Crust 
Mix averaged 955 parts per billion. 
The mix falls within the category of 
intermediate level food products or 


those that require preparation before 
being consumed. The Alabama 
Board of Agriculture and Industries 
established a maximum allowable 
level of 150 parts per billion for this 
particular category. 

joe Mayberry, a Martha White 
representative, reported that 
company employees have almost 
completed the removal of this pizza 
crust mix from warehouses and 
grocery stores. He also said that 
customers who now have _ this 
particular code of the mix will either 
be refunded or allowed to exchange 
their mix for one from a shipment 
that meets safety levels, depending 
on the policy of the grocery store 
where the original purchase was 


made. 


Commissioner McDonald 
reviewed other food products that 
have been recalled by the 
Department of Agriculture and 
Industries. On February 22, Code 
51383A of Martha White Bran 
Muffin Mix was voluntarily recalled 
by the Martha White Company for 
containing an average of 725 parts 
per billion of EDB, exceeding the 
safety level of 150 parts per billion. 
On February 14, General Mills 
voluntarily recalled Code E30SY of 
Betty Crocker Super Moist White 
Cake Mix, also from the 
intermediate category, for 
containing 811 parts per billion. 
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
